MINING LAWS 


Reports of Their Violations in Indiana 
Du ring the Past Year. 
Indianapolis, Oct. 22.—Jam es Epper­ 
son, state mine inspector, whose re­ 
port for the last fiscal year will be 
issu ed shortly from the press of the 
state printer, has reported to the gov­ 
ernor 188 violations of the state min­ 
ing laws by miners, mine owners, mine 
bosses and mine su perintendents for 
the period covered 
by the report. 
Prosecu tions were brou ght by the in­ 
spector u nder virtu ally every statu te 
on the book s relating to the mining of 
coal. 
It has been charged against the 
departm ent that its activities in prose­ 
cu tion 
have 
been 
directed 
chiefly 
against the miners, bu t a glance over 
the report shows that the mine bosses 
and su perintendents have felt the hand 
of the inspector to a greater degree 
than the miners, when the relative 
nu m ber of su ch persons employed in 
the coal mines is tak en into accou nt. 
Evident wanton disregard of the 
laws designed to protect the m iner 
from his own carelessness is noted in 
a nu m ber of the prosecu tions. Several 
wrere prosecu ted for opening k egs of 
powder with coal pick s. 
Others wrere 
prosecu ted for drilling holes for blast­ 
ing charges of greater diam eter than 
is permitted by statu te. 
This statu te 
was passed following an investigation 
of a mine disaster at Seelvville, Vigo 
cou nty, which was traced to dangerou s­ 
ly large drill holes. 
Fau lty machinery 
and failu re to provide the most ru di­ 
m entary safety requ irements in the 
mines 
are 
charged 
against 
mine 
bosses, su perintendents and owners.
